Citizens mu.st decide whether 
new businesses are to locate on 
vacant lots In areas now zoned 
for business, or If further vari¬ 
ances are to be granted along 
Baldwin Avenue or along side 
.streets crossing Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

L. E. Dimit a.skcd a temporary 
variance on the north side ot 
Montecito .Street at Baldwin to 
keep his plumbing equipment in 
his home pending a buMness 
location. No action was taken, 
pending the filing of a petition. 

Advice was .sought by Dr. 
Nathan Jacobs and Sam Perlof 
in behalf of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Jewish Center which proposes 
to establish a plavground on vac¬ 
ant property adjoining the Jew¬ 
ish 'Temple at Lima and Laurel 
.•\vcnues. The plavground. which 
would be established bv the Jew¬ 
ish Center, would be fully super- 
\ised and would be open to the 
public as a playground. 

Question raised by the pro¬ 
posal is whether a pl.av ground 
owned by an organization and 
open to public use is legally the 
same as one that is public own¬ 
ed under the city ordinance. 

The commission pointed out 
that a regular petition must be 
presented and a legal ruling se¬ 
cured before action can be taken 
on the proposal.

There were fewer cases of pre¬ 
ventable disease in the Los An- 
gfeles county health department 
Jirisdiction, which includes Sier¬ 
ra Madre, in 194.5 than In any 
year since 1940. Thi.s Is the high¬ 
light of the annual report of the 
Los Angeles county health de¬ 
partment filed Tue.siday by coun¬ 
ty health officer. 

In a breakdown of figures from 
which the annual report was com 
piled, Sierra Madre comes under 
the same healthy condition. Dr. 
Furstman. district health officer, 
aaid. Diseases reported in this 
community In 194.5 totaled 151 
ns again.st 2.52 In 1944. 

In the top group were chicken 
pox, 47; mumps, 27; and meas¬ 
les, 12. Births led deaths with 
98 new babies in Sierra Madre 
as against 95 deaths. 

Other services rendered by the 
Monrovia health district for the 
flBcal year Included classca for 
axpectnnt mothers which were 
attended by 53 women. Clinics 
and conferences held in the health 
center for the surrounding area 
Included 7.5 vencral disease clin¬ 
ics. 91 tuberculosis clinics and 
92 well baby cortferences. with 
a total attendance of 10,187.

kindergarten, .Several boys who 
fini.shed their grammar school in¬ 
struction la.st year are now at¬ 
tending the Spani.sh-American In- 
.stitute. 

Homeless Mexican and other 
Latin American children, be¬ 
tween the ages of three and 10 
are placed in the Plaza Home bv 
the Plaza Mexican Methodist 
Church in Los Angeles and by 
Los Angeles County welfare 
agencie.s. In mo.st cases, one par¬ 
ent of the child is living, but 
is unable to make a home for the 
child. In other ca.ses, children 
may be from broken homes, but 
In mo.st instances, parents con¬ 
tribute .something to the child's 
support. Those placed by county 
welfare agencies are supported by 
the county, except for clothing 
which is provided by the Plaza 
Home. Support also comes from 
various intere.ste<l groups within 
the Methodi.st Church, 

Children living at the home 
•share in its work. The girls are 
taught to cook, wash. iron, mend 
and make some of their own 
clothes. The bovs take care of 
their own building and of the 
grounds. The older boys often 
work in town, selling new.=paper.s 
and older grirls occasionallv work 
as baby sitters in nearby homes 

Romances sometimes develon 
bf-tween the widowed parenLs of 
the children, who meet while vis¬ 
iting the home. Last year the 
mother of one child married the 
father of another, and the couple 
e.stabllshi d a home f- T the two 
children. 

Whenever possible, when a child 
who has brothers and sisters i- 
place<l with the Plaza Home all 
are taken into the Home to¬ 
gether. There is at present one 
family of five brothers and -sis 
ters. and another of four. The 
aim of the manager is to cre¬ 
ate a genuine family .'pirit for 
all the children. 

The .staff consists of the mana¬ 
ger. a boys' matron, girls' ma¬ 
tron. ind a hou.se-keeper-cook 
The I'-e.sent girl.s' matron errew 
no .at The home, later married, and 
when her husband went into mili¬ 
tary sera-iee, .she came back to 
the Plfza Home with her small 
\oung.ster and .ioined the staff.

A badly behaved dog is a reflec¬ 
tion on his owner. 

One of the most common faults 
of dogs is jumping up on people, 
i Usually the dog does this in an 
I over-exuberance of friendliness, 
j But no matter how sociable the 
dog’s intentions are, no one wants 
clean clothing smeared with dirty 
paw marks. The best time to start 
training against this habit is when 
the puppy is three or four months 
of age. Every time he jumps up, 
he should be pushed away with a 
sharp-toned command of “No!” 
j There are two good methods for 
I training older dogs out of this 
' habit. One system is to grasp the 
! dog’s front paws when he jumps 
, up. hold them firmly, and at the 
I same time reach out with one 
foot and stop slightly on the dog’s 
back feet. If this procedure is fol¬ 
lowed eveiy time the dog jumps 
up, he soon learns to associate 
discomfort with jumping on peo¬ 
ple, and abandons .the practice 
Another cure for this habit is rais¬ 
ing the knee just as the dog jumps 
so that the dog’s chest will be hit, 
and he is thoroughly jarred and 
perhaps even toppled over back¬ 
ward, The knee should be raised 
and lowered as quickly as possi¬ 
ble so that when the dog regains 
his balance and looks up. he sees 
you standing quietly as though 
nothing had occurred. ' 

Either of these two methods, 
followed consistently, should stop I 
the most persistent jumper. It will 
serve no useful purpose, however, ( 
to correct the dog on one occasion, i 
and pet him the next time he I 
flings himself joyously upon you. I 
The procedure must be followed ! 
every time the dog jumps up. It is i 
helpful if your friends can be per- i 
suaded to follow these same ■ 
methods, then the dog soon learns j 
he must not jump on any one at I 
all, as he gets the same handling r 
from everybody. t 

Sometimes a house-dog will de- j 
cide the floor is not comfortable f 
enough for him and will start e 
using the chairs, sofas and beds t 
for resting places. Once a dog has h 
acquired the habit of sitting on s 
furniture it requires a good deal fi 


of firmness and patience to cure 
him. The dog should be pushed to 
the floor whenever he is discov¬ 
ered on the furniture, and scolded 
in a severe and shocked tone. Oc¬ 
casionally a dog knows better 
than to get on the furniture in the 
presence of the family, but will

immediately avail himself of the 
best chair in the house when he 
finds himself alone. Placing a set 
mousetrap on the chair or bed 
ivill discourage this habit. The 
dog’s weight will spring the trap, 
making a loud snap, which will 
not harm the dog in the least, but 
will startle him sufficiently to 
cause him to lose all interest in 
any place where he has this un- I 
pleasant experience. 

Dogs that bark and howl when¬ 
ever they're left alone often are a 
problem. The best way to avoid ' 
trouble of this sort is to commence 
training when the dog is young. I 
Start out by leaving him closed ' 
in a room by himself for short pe- | 
riods. If he barks, go to him, ! 
scold him and give him a light | 
slap or two on the rump with a i 
folded newspaper. Do not go back i 
more than once, though, or the 
dog will get the idea he can make 
you come to him by barking. The 
periods can be gradually length¬ 
ened until the dog becomes accus¬ 
tomed to being alone and realizes 
he is not being permanently de¬ 
serted by his owner whenever he 
finds himself without company.

j My personal journal about my 
first full day in Edinburgh rough¬ 
ly sketches the variety and tang 
I of the superficial sights of Auld 
Reekie as the tourist sees them. 

' The modern city has Princess 
I Street as its chief, busy thorough 
I fare, running parallel to the much 
higher street known as the Royal 
Mile, which has Edinburgh Castle 
at one end and Holyrood Palace 
at the other. Between the two is 
the .sloping, wooded and grassy 
park, with broad walks around 
the outside, and winding, shady 
paths within, and bisected length¬ 
wise by a .sunken viaduct, with 
solid walls of masonry, containing 
the railway yards, out of sight 
behind a border of trees and dis¬ 
appearing under ground before 
reaching the extensive classic 
building of the National Gallerv, 
who.se stately columned facade 
bisects the parkway at right 
angles to the viaduct. Princess 
Street is busy with its shops and 
its banking; while beyond and 
above it broods the grim old Cas¬ 
tle and the ancient, .somber dwell¬ 
ing houses of the Roya! Mile, 
exuding an aroma of past his¬ 
tory and holding on to the present 
with true Scotch tenacity, aging 
and antique but not yet super¬ 
annuated. growing old with the 
sturdiness that is next to grace- 
, fulness. 

I On one lower corner of the 
park, between the two worlds of 
Prince.ss Street and the Royal 
Mile, the huge and pinnacled 
Gothic monument of red sand¬ 
stone to .Sir Walter Scott soars 
high into the silver blue haze, 
a .strong link between Pa.st and 
Pre.sent. And it mav not be too 
much to say that the people of 
Edinburgh will continue to read 
Scott’s Waverlv novels and his 
lays and ballads as long a.s one 
stone is left upon another in the 
city itself. Nor do I doubt that 
the la.st Scot, if by some future 


Super Secret Weapon forced to flee 
to the hills over the mins of his 
beloved city, will somehow man¬ 
age to carry with him his favor¬ 
ite volume of Sir Walter and his 
copy of the complete poetic 
works of Robert Bums. 

The Castle grows upon one as 
he walks up the hill toward it.

Lingering 
at the entrance for a few mo¬ 
ments, I become one of a group 
about the Camera Ob.scura, the 
clever arrangement of reduction 
mirrors by which one sees the 
panorama of the city below 
gathered up into miniature, in 
which every individual is seen, 
like a Lilliputian, walking about 
among the other little folk down 
there, every detail showing in 
its natural colors. With this 
bird’s-eye, Gulliver's view of the 
un.suspecting inhabitants as an 
introduction. I go on in to view
